SOVIET WITHDRAWAL AT SALSK 


LONDON, Tuesday. —German 
Radio claimed to-night that Ger- 
ian forces advancing south-west 
atter crossing the Yeya River have 
taken the town of Ekaterinovka by 
storm, The town is 25 miles north- 


west of Tikhoretsk and 80 miles 
west of Salsk. Earfier an official 
(;erman communiqué claimed the 


capture of Voroshilovsk.—(Reuter.) 

MOSCOW, ‘Tuesday.—All Ger- 
man efforts to establish bridgeheads 
across the Don in the Stalingrad 
area have been frustrated, says 
/zvestia. Russian troops are now 
attempting to wipe out isolated ad- 
vanced German units before they 
can re-establish contact with their 
rear. 

Marshal Timoshenko has concen- 
trated great reserves between the 
lower Volga. the Caspian Sea and 
the Caucasus, and is preparing to 
give battle within a few days, says 
Signor Gayda. A Rome report to 
the Stockholms Tidningen says that 
Signor Gayda refuses to speak ot 
the ‘‘Russian débdcles,’’ warning 
Italians against too much optimism. 
** The events of the last weeks,’’ he 
says, “do not indicate that a 
decisive Axis victory is to he 
expected immediately. If the main 
Red Army is cut off from the 
Caucasian oil and from Anglo-Saxon 
help the Axis forces can then spend 
another winter in Russia with 
infinitely less risk than before. It 


, depends on the result of the battles

THE COMMUNIQUES 


LONDON, Tuesday.—The mid- 
day Soviet communiqué says :— 
“ During the night of August 3 our 
troops fought the enemy in the 
areas of Kletskaya, Tsimlyanskaya, 
Salsk and Kushchevskaya. No 
changes on other sectors of the 
front.” 

_ The supplement says that near an 
inhabited locality in the Kletskaya 

area several attacks by Italians sup- 

same by tanks were repulsed. The 
talians lost 2,000 killed. 

In the area of Kushchevaskaya, 
bloody battles took place. ‘The 
Germans several times unsuccessfully 
attempted to force crossings over the 
river. In the area of Salsk, Soviet 
troops were forced to fall back to 
new positions after repulsing fierce 
German attacks. 

The German communiqué states :— 
“ Mobile detachments of the Army 
and the armed $.S. in a bold thrust 
reached the Kuban River at several 
places. The town of Voroshilovsk 
was captured after violent street 
fighting. 

‘‘Formations of the Luftwaffe 
destructively attacked enemy columns 
streaming back, and, by day and 
night, bombed = enemy airfields, 
moving transports and railway in- 
stallations as far as the northern 
outskirts of the Caucasus. Between 
the rivers Sal and Don, German and 
Rumanian troops are advancing 
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further eastwards. The vigour of 
the German advance continues un- 
diminished. 


MOSCOW REPORTS 


A Tass report, quoted by the 
radio, said that violent fighting was 
continuing in the Don battle area, 
and Soviet artillery was ‘‘ dealing 


heavy blows’ at German troops, 
destroying river bridgeheads and 
tanks. 


Major-General von Bernuth, Chief 
of General Staff of a German panzer 
army, has been killed on the Eastern 
front “in the course of a gigantic 
operation. 

A Red Star correspondent reports : 
“Fierce attacks by the enemy’s 
tanks, infantry and Air Force have 
been beaten back by our troops. 
Some inhabited points changed 
hands several times. The Germans 
have gained practically no ground. 
Fierce fighting is taking place in the 
area of Salsk. Our troops succeeded 
in checking the enemy’s advance in 
some places, dealing him blow after 
blow. But the situation here is still 


grave.” 
VICHY, Tuesday.—A Ukraine 
front despatch to Vichy News 


Agency to-night said that German 
troops, after occupying Voroshilovsk, 
had advanced further up the valley 
of the Yegorlik River and crossed 
the Upper Kuban River in the neigh- 
bourhood of Nevin (Nomiskava), a 
town about 35 miles south of 
Voroshilovsk on the Rostov-Baku 
railway line. The oil pipeline from 
Baku runs through it before 
branching off to Rostov and the 
Black Sea port of Tuapse.—(Reuter. ) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


MOSCOW, Tuesday. — To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué states: ‘‘ During 
August 4 our troops fought fierce 
engagements in the areas of Klet- 
skava, ‘l'simlyanskaya, Belayaglina 
—fifty miles south-west of Salsk, 
on the Stalingrad-Krasnodar rail- 
way—and Kushchevskaya. 

“In the area of Kletskaya and to 
the south of this point Soviet trooos 
continued to repel repeated enemy 
attacks and delivered counter-blows 
at the enemy. The Germans had 
concentrated large forces here, and 
at the cost of tremendous losses 
succeeded in slightly pressing back 
our units, 

““In the area of Belayvaglina our 
troops fought heavy defensive en- 
gagements against superior numbers 
of enemy tanks and motorised 
infantry. The Germans are sustain- 
ing heavy losses. The fire of one of 
our units silenced five guns and 36 
machine-guns. In the Kushchevs- 
kava area the Germans are cease- 
lessly attacking the defence positions 
of the Soviet troops. Stubborn 
fighting goes on with varying suc- 
cess. On the Leningrad front there 
was fighting of local significance. 
On one sector our units, after an 
engagement, occupied inhabited 
locality. In the engagement- the 
enemy lost in killed alone several 
hundred officers and men.”’

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WAR 
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1914-18 PARALLELS 
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IEUT.-GENERAL SHILOV- 
SKY, the distinguished Red 
Army Staff General, who accgm- 
panied M. Molotov to London, 
contributes to the Red Star a 
highly important article to-day— 
the anniversary of the day when 
Great Britain, France and Russia 
entered the field in 1914 in 
alliance against Imperial Germany 
(says a Times telegram from 
Moscow). 
Shilovsky concludes that-it was the 
combined Allied operations, made 
according to a joint plan, which 
attenuated the German and Austrian 
strength. and cansed the enemy to 
divide his forces and obliged him to 
abandon the plan of Schlieffen and 
Moltke—a plan to bring the Allies 
to their knees one by one. 


RUSSIA IN 1914 


The Russians in 1914, he states, 
opened their offensive before the 
elaborate process of mobilisation was 
concluded, and the British Expedi- 
tionary Force was sent to Europe in 
spite of grave danger. Already the 
Schhieffen plan had become impractic- 
able. The defeat of the Germans in 
the decisive battle of the Marne, to 
which the transfer of forces from 
their right flank to Russia made an 
important contribution, and the sub- 
sequent Russian campaign in Galicia, 
brought about a situation in which 
the German Command was obliged to 
make heavy transfers to the East, 
to open there the principal theatre 
of war in 1915. 

It was oniy in December, at the 
Chantilly Conference, that it was 
resolved by the Allies that the re- 
sults of the war depended on the 
outcome of operations on the main 
fronts; that secondary fronts should, 
therefore, be supplied with the mini- 
mum of reinforcements; that on the 
main fronts it was necessary to 
organise a well-co-ordinated . joint 
offensive to prevent the enemy from 
swinging his strength from front to 
front, and that before this offensive 
began it was vital to wear down the 
enemy's strength bv _ preliminary 
operations. The Brusilov offensive 
helped the defenders of Verdun, as 
did the British offensive on the 
Somme, but Genera} Shilovsky adds, 
quoting Mr. Lloyd George, Allied 
co-ordination still lacked imagina- 
tion, commonsense and solidarity, 
with a little more of which the war 
might have finished in 1917, with 
the saving of 5,000,000 lives. 


THE FOCH PLAN 

Even though Russia was no 
longer fighting beside the Allies in 
1918, some 80 German and Austro- 
Hungarian divisions remained in- 
volved on the Eastern front at the 
time when, on a 45-mile front, with 
62 divisions, 6,800 guns and 1,000 
aeroplanes, General Ludendorff 
opened his March offensive. Sub- 
sequently the Foch lan, which 
envisaged a series of blows on dif- 
ferent sectors, and relied consider- 
ably on American reinforcements, 
was put into operation, with vic- 
torious results. 

Ludendorff’s last desperate bid 
at the time gave the impression of 
great strength, and even when, as 
was later seen, the Germans stood 
on the very edge of catastrophe, the 
British and French General Staffs 
continued to believe that their final 
blow could only be struck in 1919. 

Now, concludes the General, 
lessons of history tell that in spite 
of temporary success Germany can 
and will be beaten, though the cost 
will be heavy and the trials ahead 
great. 

This authoritative article reflects 
the widespread desire to see the 
strategy of the war taking a clearer 
shape than is now visible from 
Moscow. 


U.S. FORCES’ BILL 
TRIAL OF OFFENDERS 


Criminal offences by members of 
the United States forces in Britain 
are placed outside the jurisdiction 
of the British Courts by the United 
States of America (Visiting Forces) 
Bill which was passed through all 
its ot ii in the House of Commons 
yesterday. 

Several members protested against 
the ‘‘ indecent haste’’ with which 
the bill was being rushed through 
the House, and Mr, Clement Davies 
(Independent) described it as of a 
negative character, the details of 
which had not been properly 
considered. 

Mr. H. S. Morrison (Home Secre- 
tary) stated that Britain secured the 
same claim in France in the last war. 

Sir Donald Somervell (Attorney- 
General), replying to the debate, said 
that there would be machinery for 
joint investigation where necessary. 
In a case of joint offenders a British 
soldier or civilian could not be taken 
before the American Courts. The 
United States military police could 
not arrest a British subject. 


RAIDERS OVER ENGLAND 


Raiders were over areas in southern 
England early this morning. High 
explosive bombs were dropped at 
one place. 

Two raiders dropped bombs at, 
neighbouring south coast towns in 
England in daylight yesterday. 
causing damage and casualties at 
each. At one, houses in a well-to- 
do residential district were damaged 
over a wide area, and the other, a 
working-class part, suffered most. 
Three people were killed and nine 
seriously injured in the two towns, 
British fighters went into action 
against the raiders. 

Five people were killed when a 
lone attacker, later destroyed by 
Spitfires, on Monday bombed an 
East Midlands town. 


|LN.T.O. REPORT ON IRISH 


The Executive of the I.N.T.O. 
had before them at their meeting on 
August Ist the recent statement 
made by the Minister for Education 
in the Seanad in reference to the 
I.N.T.O. report on the use of Irish 
as a teaching medium. The posi- 
tion of the organisation having 
already been made abundantly clear, 
the Executive decided to make no 
comment on the Minister's attitude 
beyond saying that the best reply 
to his criticisms is to be found in 
the report itself. 


THE SLIGO BABIES 


The condition of the two sur- 
viving Leydon quins—Thomas and 
Teresa—remains unchanged, the 
/rish Times understands, 

It is considered unlikely, writes 
our reporter, that a State grant will 
be made to the family. A grant 
of £3 is available in the case of 
triplets, and is usually asked for 
when the family is in_necessitous 
circumstances, but there is no exist- 
ing provision for quintuplets. 
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LEETS of carrier-bicycles, 
horses’ carts, push-trucks, 
handcarts—almost anything that 
was capable of carrying parcels, 
were brought into commission by 
Dublin traders yesterday to meet 
the difficulties of the new van-less 
era of trade in Eire. 

By order of the Department of 
Supplies, and because of the shortage 
of petrol for all but the most essen- 
tial purposes, some 6,000 light vans 
and lorries of under 30 cwt. were put 
out of commission on Saturday and 
sent to join thousands of private 
motor cars in immobilisation for the 
duration of the war. 

Permits will be issued later in 
respect of vehicles which are used 
for essential piPposes, such as 
suburban deliveries of bread. 

The effect of the ban on this type 
of traffic was severely felt in busi- 
ness yesterday, and while some city 
establishments which had a little 
precious petrol left over ventured 
their vehicles on the streets, the 
majority turned to any and every 
alternative in transport that offered. 
In a number of instances, particu- 
larly in the heavy goods trade, the 
immediate reaction was a decline in 
trade, and large firms which carried 
lines such as furniture, linoleum and 
less easily transported articles either 
availed themselves of public carrying 
companies or discontinued taking 
orders for the present. 


POOLING SCHEME 


The manager of one large retail 
firm told an /rish T'tmes reporter 
that they considered themselves lucky 
to have had two of their nine vans 
fitted. with gas-producer apparatus ; 
nevertheless, they had to employ a 
number of carrier-bicycles to make 
up for the loss in transport. The 
expedient, he said, would not meet 
the situation, and they were hoping 
for some development to ease the 
pressure on available vehicles. 

Meanwhile the Drapers’ Chamber 
of Trade have submitted a scheme 
to the Department of Supplies for a 
solution by way of pooling deliveries 
in the city and suburbs, and are 
ascertaining the views of its indi- 
vidual members on the plan. A 
special meeting of the Chamber will 
be held shortly to discuss the scheme. 

In the country districts small 
traders and dairymen have been hard 
hit by the Order, and in miany 
instances they are obliged to cycle 
long distances morning and evening 
with supplies of milk for their 
dairies to the nearest village, and 
thence to their customers.

MORE BIRDS THIS YEAR 
BUT FEWER GUNS 


Fewer people will shoot at more 
birds on August 12 this year. The 
shortage of cartridges, more drastic 
than ever has discouraged many 
from renewing their gun licences. 
The fact that there were fewer 
cartridges to fire last season will 
mean that there will be more targets 
now. 

An Irish Times reporter under- 
stands that retailers will receive only 
about one-third of the number of 
Trish-packed cartridges that they 
received last year. For this quarter 
Dublin city, where is consumed about 
one-third ot the nation’s supply, has 
been issued with less than 40,000. 
If this allocation remains static for 
the remaining’ three-quarters it 
means that the area will have less 
than 160,000 for the entire year. 
Private enterprise has brought further 
cargoes of cartridges into the 
country, but these, like cigarettes, 
will go to the select few. i 

A Dublin retailer, commenting on 
his quarterly allocation of home- 
packed cartridges, said that he could 
sell it in a day. ‘‘ And 1 am only 
one ot many large dealers in the 
city,” he add 

The problem of og el will be 
another worry facing the shooting 
man. With train journeys lasting 
days where they used to last hours, 
the week-end shoot. will probably 
disappear Cars to convey sports- 
/men to the ‘ battle front ’’ will be 
replaced, to a certain extent, by 
horse-drawn vehicles. 

There is one optimistic note which 
can be struck, however. Cross- 
Channel visitors, who even last year 
were here in force, will be extremely 
few, and will leave the limited supply 
of cartridges for home consumption. 


CHANNEL COAST DEFENCES 


BERLIN, Tuesday.—General Die- 
trich, Commander of the crack

The text of the Gandhi draft— 
as put to the Working Committee 


on April 27—contains the follow- 
ing :—Whereas the British War 
sponsored by 


Cabinet’s proposals, 
Sir Stafford Cripps, have shown up 
British imperialism in its nakedness 
as never before. the All-India 
Congress Committee has come to the 
following conclusions :— 

“That Britain is incapable of 
defending India. It is natural that 
whatever she does is for her own 
defence. There is an eternal conflict 
between Indian and British interests, 
hence it follows that their notions 
of defence would also differ. 

“The British Government. has no 
trust in India’s political parties. 
The Indian Army has been main- 
tained up till now mainly to hold 
India in subjugation. It has been 
completely segregated from the 
general population, who can in no 
sense regard it as their own. This 
policy of mistrust still continues, and 
is the reason why national defence 
is not entrusted to India’s elected 
representatives. 


A BRITISH ACT 
*‘Japan’s quarrel is not with 
India. She is warring against the 


British Empire. India’s participa- 
tion in the war has not been with 
the consent of the representatives of 
the Indian people. It was purely a 
British act. If India were freed, 
her first step would probably be to 
negotiate with Japan. The Congress 
is of opinion that if the British 
withdrew from India, India would 
be able to defend herself in the 
event of Japanese or any aggressor 
}attacking India. The Congress is, 
therefore of opinion that the British 
should withdraw from India. The 
wer that they should remain in 
ndia for protecting Indian princes 
is wholly untenable. It is additional] 
proof of their determination to 
maintain their hold over India. 
The Princes need have no fear from 
unarmed India. The question of 
majority and minority is a cre«tion 


of the British Government; and 
would disappear on their with- 
drawal. 


NO FOREIGN AID 


** For all these reasons the Com- 
mittee appeals to Britain for the 
sake of her own safety, for the sake 
of India’s safety and for the cause of 
world” peace to let go her hold on 
India, even if she does not give up 
all Asiatic and African possessions. 
This Committee desires to assure the 
Japanese Government and people 
that India bears no enmity either 
towards Japan or towards any other 
nation. India only desires freedom 
from all alien domination. But in 
this fight for freedom the Committee 
is of opinion that India, while wel- 
coming universal sympathy, does not 
stand in need of foreign military aid. 
India will attain her freedom through 
her non-violent strength and will 
retain it likewise. Therefore, the 
Committee hopes that Japan will 
not have any designs on India. But 
if Japan attacks India and Britain 
makes no response to its appeal the 
Committee would expect all those 
who look to Congress for guidance 
to offer complete non-violent, non- 
co-operation to the Japanese forces 
and not render any assistance to 
them. It is no part of the duty of 
those who are attacked to render 
any assistance to the attacker. It 
is their duty to offer complete non- 
co-operation. 

Explaining what he means by non- 
co-operation, Mr. Gandhi continues: 
“Were we to offer them (the British) 
complete non-co-operation when they 
are actually fighting it would be 
tantamount to placing our country 
deliberately in Japanese hands. 
Therefore, not to put any obstacle 
in the way of the British forces will 
often be the only way of demon- 
strating our non-co-operation with 
the Japanese.- Neither may we 
assist the British in any active 
manner, If we can judge from their 
recent attitude, the British Govern- 
ment do not need any help from us 
beyond our ‘non-interference, They 
desire our help only as slaves. 

‘““If in spite of our non-violent 
resistance any part of the country 
falls into Japanese hands, we may 
not destroy our crops, water supply, 
etc., if only because it will be our 
endeavour to regain them. The de- 
struction of. war material is another 
matter, and “may, under certain 
circumstances, be a military neces- 
sity; but it can never be the Con- 


gress policy to destroy what belongs 


to or is of use to the masses. 

*‘ Whether the British remain or 
not, it is our duty always to wipe 
out unemployment, to bridge the 
gulf between rich and poor, to 
banish communal strife, to exorcise 
the demon of untouchability, to 
reform dacoits and save the people 
from them. If scores of people do 
not take a living interest in this 
nation-building work, freedom must 
remain a dream and unattainable by 
either non-violence or. violence. 

‘**Congress is of opinion that it is 
harmful te India’s interests and 
dangerous to the cause of India’s 
freedom . to introduce foreign 
soldiers in India. It, therefore, 
appeals to the British Government 
to remove these foreign legions and 
henceforth stop further introduc- 
tion. It is a crying shame to bring 
foreign troops in spite of India’s 
inexhaustible man-power, and is a 

roof of the immorality that British 
umperialism is ”’ 


THE FINAL DRAFT

“T India were free, she would 
have determined her own policy, 
and might have kept out of the

Beside the Gandhi draft, the sum- 
mary of the proceedings of the Work- 
ing Committee was seized in the 
Allahabad raid, and show that 
Nehru immediately objected to the 
draft, saying :—‘‘ If we said to Japan 
that her fight was with British 
Imperialism and not us, she would 
Say: © We are glad the British Army 
Is withdrawn. We recognise your 
independence, but we want certain 
facilities now. We shall defend you 
against aggression. We want aero- 
dromes, freedom to pass our troops 
through your country. This is neces- 
sary in self-defence.’ They might 
seize strategic points and proceed to 


Iraq, etc. Japan is an imperialist 
country. Conquest of India is in 
their plan. Gandhi’s approach is 


contrary to the Congress policy for 
the last two years and a half. The 
allied countries will have a feeling 
that we are their enemies. 

“A draft like this weakens the 
British Government’s position. They 
will treat [ndia as an enemy country 
and reduce it to dust and ashes. 
They will do here what they did in 
tangoon. The British cannot allow 
India to be used by Japan against 
them. Our reaction in the event of 
refusal will be a passive,. theoretical 
lining up with the Axis Powers. 
Japan may have an excuse for 
attack. We get involved in a hope- 
less logical quandary. So far as the 
main action 1s concerned, there is no 
difficulty about Gandhi's draft. But 
its aba thought and background is 
one of favouring Japan.”’ 

Rajagopalachari warned: “If 
Britain goes away Japan will fill the 
vacuum created by the British with- 
drawal. Do not run into the arms 
of Japan, which is what the resolu- 
tion comes to.” 


WOULD GO TO JAPAN 
BOMBAY, .Tuesday.—Mr. Gandhi, 
in a statement to Keuter to-night, 
said :—' 1 purposely incorporated the 
sentence about negotiations with 
Japan, and if ultimately it was 
dropped, I associate myself with the 
deletion.” India 
immediately, he added, he would ask 
to go to Japan and plead with her 
to free China. If this plea was 
refused, he would tell Japan she 
would have to count on tke stubborn 
resistance of India. 

“I think the procedure thus 
adopted of searching the All-India 
Congress Committee’s offices and of 
seizing documents is in itself repre- 
hensible,’’ Mr. Gandhi said. ‘‘Despite 
the effort of the Home Department 
to discredit members of the Working 
Committee, the reading of the notes, 
ur authenticated as thev are, will not 
make any diffe,ence in the least in 
India to the prestige which Congress 
enjoys. There is nothing in then 
which any member has any cause to 
be ashamed. I have never expressed 
the opinion that Japan and Germany 
would win the war. Jot only that, 
I have often expressed the opinion 
that they cannot win the war if only 
Britain will once and for all shed her 
imperialism. I have given expression 
to that opinion more than once in 
the columns of Harijan, and I re- 
peat here that, in spite of all my 
wish to the contrary, and that of 
others, if disaster overtakes Britain 
and the Allied Powers, it will be 
because, even at this critical moment 
—the most critical in her history— 
she has most obstinately refused to 
wash herself of that taint of 
in:perialism which she has carried 
with her for at least a century and 
a halt. 

“I have nothing to withdraw, and 
nothing to be ashamed of, about the 
draft I had the privilege of sending 
te the Working Committee.’’—Reuter. 


NEHRU’S STATEMENT 

BOMBAY, Tuesday. — Pandit 
Nehru said: “ It is not the custom 
to keep detailed minutes of the 
Working Committee's meetings. 
The assistant secretary took brief 
notes unofficially, apparently for 
hig own record. These notes are 
brief and sisjointed. A few sen- 
tences torn from their context 
often give a wrong. impression. 
What Mr. Gandhi said was that 
unless Britain changes her whole 
policy in regard to India and her 
colonial possessions she is heading 
for disaster. The reference to 
negotiations with Japan is also en- 
tirely incorrect and torn from its 
context. It is absurd to say that 
any of us envisaged any arrange- 
ment with Japan giving her right 
of passage. What I said was that 
Japan would want this, but we 
could never agree. Our “whole 
policy is all along based on the 
utmost resistance to aggression.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 


DESERT WAR LULL 


Air activity over the Egyptian 
battle area was on a reduced scale 
esterday. British fighter-bombers, 
owever, twice attacked Axis forces 
in the southern sector starting a 


fire among a group of motor 
vehicles and tents, says an R.A.F. 
communiqué. 


‘sBoth sides are preparing for the 
battle to come,” said Rome radio 
yesterday. ‘‘Numerous ships are 
arriving daily from Italian and 
Libyan ports, taking fresh reinforce- 
ments, while on the other hand, 
Auchinleck, too, is receiving strong 
reinforcements from the Near and 
Midale East.” ‘‘Auchinleck will not 
be able to stem the overwhelming 
attack whieh the Axis forces will 
launch at the opportune moment.’”’— 
(Reuter. ) 


BELFAST FRAUD CHARGE

BISHOP OF LIMERICK 
TO ACCEPT NORTHERN SEE 


Although his decision has not yet 
reached the Primate, there is every 
reason to believe that the Bishop 
of Limerick (the Right Rev. Charles 
King Irwin, D.D.) will accept the 
Bishopric of Down and Connor and 
Dromore, which was offered to him 
by the House of Bishops, who met 
in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, 
in June last. 

The diocese was left vacant on the 
death of the Right Rev. J. F. 
MacNeice, D.D., early in the year. 
In accordance with the present pro- 
cedure, eight candidates for the 
Bishopric were selected and put be- 
fore a meeting of the Diocesan 
Synod of Down and Connor and 
Dromore. The churchmen chosen 
were the Dean of Belfast, the Dean 
of Down, the Dean of Derry, Canon 
Hodges, the Bishop imerick, 
the Bishop of Killaloe¥ the Bisho 
of Meath and the Bishop of Cashel. 
A first, second and third vote all 
proved inconclusive, and the matter 
was passed to the House of Bishops, 
who selected the Bishop of Lime- 
rick on June 17th. Dr. King Irwin 
asxed for time to come to a decision. 

The Bishop of Limerick, who is 
68 vears of age, was ordained in 


1897 as Curate of Armagh, In 
1903 he became Incumbent of 
Bantry. From 1898 to 1924 he was 


Provincial Registrar of Armagh, and 
from 1924 to 1925 he was Preben- 
dary of Ballymore. He was ap- 
pointed Archdeacon of Armagh and 
Examining Chaplain to the Arch- 


bishop of Armagh in 1924. In 
1933 he was elected Bishop of 
Limerick.

CONSTABLE'S DEATH 
NORTHERN REPRIEVE MOVE 


Nationalist members in the 
Northern House vf Commons and 
Senate, at a meeting in Belfast 
yesterday, sent a memorial to the 
Gevernor, praying for the ‘eprieve 
of the six young men sentenced to 
death for the murder of Constable 
Patrick Murphy on Easter Sunday. 

The memorial read : '' We approach 
you with a view to the exercise ot 
your prerogative of reprieve in the 
case Of each of the six of the 
Belfast youths under sentence of 
death in Belfast prison. With a 
deep sense of our responsibility we 
plead for mercy towards them. We 
submit to your tudgment that the 
exercise of mercy would justify the 
needs of justice and allay anxiety 
and apprehension agitating many 
minds about their fate. The con- 
demned men are young—very young. 
Each avows that the death of the 
constable was wholly unpremeditated 
by him, and sorrows for his untimely 
demise with heart-felt compunction 
and anguish. ‘Trusting that your 
Grace will see fit to grant the prayer 
of this urgent memorial by mitigat- 
ing the extreme rigours of the law.”

NEW IRISH AIR 
LINK 


DUBLIN AND LIMERICK 


— 


HE new air service of Aer 
Lingus, Teoranta (Irish Air 
Lines) between Dublin and 
Limerick will commence on Wed- 
nesday, 12th August, and will be 
operated, for the present, three 
days per week—Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday. Should the 
traffic demand it, the service will 
be made a daily one. For the 
first few days the ‘planes have 
been ‘‘ booked-up.’’ : 
The operating schedule is as 
follows :'— 
Leave Dublin (44 Upper O’Connell 
street, ead office of Aer Lingus, 
Teoranta) at 1.30 p.m. in service 
omnibus. Depart from Collinstown 
Airport at 2 p.m. Arrive Shannon 
airport (Rineanna) at 3 p.m. By 
service ‘bus to Limerick (Cruise's 
Hotel, where the air line is opening 
an office), arriving at 3.45 p.m. 
The Limerick to Dublin service 
will commence at 2.25, leaving 
Cruise’s Hotel at that time, an 
departing from the Shannon airport 
at 3.15, arriving at Dublin airport 
an hour later. Passengers will be 
conveyed by special service "bus to 


Dublin, arriving at Upper 
O'Connell street at 5 p.m. The 
return fare, including road _ trans- 


port, will be £5 10s., and the single 
fare £3, which works out at approxt- 
mately 54d. per mile. A De 
Havilland aeroplane with four 
200 h.p. engines will operate the 
service, and the capacity of the 
machine is 10 passengers. It is pos- 
sible that mails may be carried 
later. 


EXTENSIONS LIKELY 


Mr. S. M. O'Connell, Public 
telations Officer of Aer Lingus, 
Teoranta, told an Jrish Times re- 
porter yesterday that the time 
schedules had been arranged to con- 
nect with train and “bus services 
from Limerick to Cork, Galway, 
Tralee and other centres. It was 
the first internal Irish air service, 
and would be extended to other 
centres if the demand for it became 
apparent. 

Asked if it was intended to start 
a direct. service to Cork, he replied 
that this would depend to a large 
extent upon the people of Cork pro- 
viding a suitable aerodrome con- 
venient to the city, and the same 
applied to such places as Galway 
and Sligo It was, he said, the 
intention of Aer Lingus to develop 


the internal air transport to the 
greatest extent if conditions roved 
favourable ‘The distance from Dublin 


to Limerick is 125 miles, or approxi- 
mately the same flying distance as 
between Dublin and Manchester. 


TRAIN CONNECTIONS 


The new service, Mr. O’Connell 
said, should be of great assistance to 
commercial travellers, who would be 
able to do a few hours’ business in 
Limerick before proceeding to Cerk 
and other places, as Limerick is 
admirably placed to form a centre for 
covering a: wide area. Passengers 
would be able to catch the ’bus leav- 
ing Limerick for Cork at 5.30 p.m., 
arriving in the latter city at approxt- 
mately 9.30 p.m. The ’plane will not 
only catch all the principal train 
and ‘bus connections from Limeri:k, 
but aiso “ link up ” with the Lime- 
rick-Adare stage coach. 

The new Limerick office of Aer 
Lingus will be in charge of Traffic 
Officer Bruton, who will be assisted 
by Traffic Officer Clarke. 

“Mr. O'Connell also said that Aer 
Lingus Teoranta had been operating 
the cross-Channel service since 19356, 
and during the six years had not a 
single mishap. 

Considerable interest is being tcken 
in the new service in Limerick as 
well as Dublin; for it is recognised 
that it will be a great facility, In 
these days of slow trains and few 
‘buses, for the travelling public.

SECRETS OF .NEWEST 
GERMAN FIGHTERS 
KNOWN TO R.A.F. EXPERTS 


Secrets of the Focke Wulf 190, the 
newest German fighter ’plane, which 
British day raiders are meeting in 
large numbers in their sweeps over 
Northern France, are well-known to 
the R.A.F.’s_ technical experts, 
writes a Press Association Air Cor- 
respondent. It can be disclosed to- 
night, he states, that one of these 
machines, captured practically intact, 
has been in their hands for several 
weeks. The F.W. landed on the 
Only slightly damaged 
after a long fight over the Channel, 
where it was intercepted, it came 
down with its petrol and ammuni- 
tion exhausted. The pilot was over- 

owered by an armed guard before 
he could destroy the aircraft. The 
F.W. was made serviceable, and has 
since then been closely studied by 
R.A.F. and Ministry of Aircraft Pro- 
duction experts. Specification de- 
tails may soon be released for 
publication. 

The FV 190, said to be the Ger- 
mans’ answer to the Spitfire, has 
only in recent months been in action 
in large numbers from Northern 
France bases, although it has been 
in service with the Luftwaffe for 
nearly a year. Two of its gener- 
ally known features are its high 
‘ceiling’? and radial air cooled 
engine. This power unit of 14 
cylinders in two rows is unusual, 
Most modern single-seater fighters 
have liquid cooled engines, with 
cylinders in line, permitting the 
easier construction of a stream-lined 
body for speed. Various estimates 
have credited the FW with horse- 
power ranging from 1,320 to 2,000; 
and with armament from four heavy 
machine-guns or six to four machine- 
guns and a cannon. 


HARRIS BROADCAST 
GOVERNMENT’S DEFENCE 


Don’t imitate Dr. Goebbels in being 
bombastic and unBritish, said Lord 
Ailwyn yesterday in the House of 
Lords discussion of the recent broad- 
cast by Sir Arthur Harris, Chief of 
Bomber Command. Lord Addison 
had called attention to the practice 
adopted by the Government of 
broadcasting on war aims and policy 
through senior officers of the 
Services not responsible to Parlia- 
ment—by ‘‘brass hats rather than 
tail-coats.”” It was not a British 
habit to brag in advance of al! the 
dreadful things you are going to do. 

The Earl of Selborne, replying, 
said that the Minister of Informa’ion 
took full responsibility for the state- 
ment contained in the broadcast, 
which was also circulated as a leaflet 
to Germany. The purpose of the 
leaflets and broadcasts was to explain 
to the German people the Govern- 
ment’s policy, which had already 
been announced by the Prime 
Minister. 

“The object of asking a serving 
officer to deliver this message,” he 
added, ‘‘ was to convince the German 
people that we really were in 
earnest.” 


D.J.’s DIFFICULTY 


WANTS LAW AMENDED 


An interesting point, stated to be 
the first of its kind in Eire, arose 
in a case at Raphoe Court yester- 
day, when a Protestant boy of 13 
was charged with an indictable 
offence and with a breach of the 
School Attendance Act. 

Justice O’Hanrahang said that 
when the case origina came be- 
fore him he was disposed to send 
the boy to an industrial school, but 
could not legally do so, as there was 
no Protestant institution of the kind 
in Eire, and it would mean sending 
him to a Catholic institution. He 
adjourned the case generally to ask 
the Government to have the law 
amended to send the boy and others 
in similar cases to institutions.

CLAY FOR BUILDING 
ARCHITECT'S SUGGESTION 


“If the Government authorities 
decide to investigate the possibility 
of utilising clay for building it need 
not be regarded, in any sense, as 
being a retrograde, step.” said Mr. 
Frank Gibney, the well-known 
Dublin architect, yesterday. 

In 1919, he added, the British 
Ministry for Agriculture, under the 
Land Settlement Act, and owing to 
transport problems and a _ post-war 
shortage of skilled labour, built rural 
dwellings with clay with the most 
successfui result.

«might investigate the use of clay for 
buildings; the British Research 
Council. had already done so. 

In modern times, there are three 
accepted methods of utilising clay 
for building—namely, cob, pisé and 
clay-lump. In the first method the 
clay ise wetted and used without 
shuttering. So lasting is this that 
there are examples of cob cottages 
built in England during the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, and are still 
standing. In the gisé method the 
clay is used dry, well beaten, ana 
placed between shutters. In the third 
method, it is placed over straw or 
short grass und trodden on by a 
horse, and it is then cut into blocks, 
which are left a month to harden. 
Clay-lump cottages are exteriorly 
treated with clay-slurry or lime-wash, 
cr are tarred, sanded, and then lime. 
washed. 

‘The best mediums, according to 
Mr. Gibney, are marl, brick, or any 
good stiff clay, which can be exca- 
vated in summer, left « dry and 
harden during the winter, and used 
for building the following spring. 
“ All clays can be used for building, 
in fact,” he said, “except those 
which are too heavy or too light, 
and there is an abundance of suit- 
able material in this country. The 
pisé cottage calls for extreme sim- 
plicity of design, which is all to the 
good, and is most hygienic, being 
warm in winter and cool in summer. 
It can be roofed with plates, tiles or 
thatch.”’ 


CATTLE DISEASE 
ISLAND SCHEME DROPPED 


Proposals for the acquisition of an 
island off the West of Ireland for 
research into foot-and-mouth disease, 
which caused such loss to farmers 
last. year, have been abandoned. 

Veterinary authorities, consulted 
on the subject. yesterday, stated that 
the disease had been completely 
eradicated in Ireland, and it would 
be a great pity to undo all the good 
work by introducing it into the 
country again, even for experimental 
purposes. A centre of infection, even 
on an island off the coast, would 


whole island. 

There is, of course, such a centre 
in ‘Pirbright, in Surrey, where 
research is carried out; but in Eng- 
land, the circumstances are different, 
as the co-ntry is never completely 
free from the disease. In Ireland 
outbreaks are tare, and the period + 
between one epidemic and another is 
completely free from any traces of 
the disease 

Such a project might be attempted 
later, but for the present it has been 
dropped. 


CATTLE TRAFFIC 
IMPROVED SERVICE

An exception to the general trend was 
Richard Thomas, which reacted a few 
pence as the profit figures in the annual 
report fall short of the most optimistic 
expectations. Low price Textiles have 
niso been in renewed demand, Fine 
Spinners being conspicuous again.

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Mr. Gandhi and Others 


A few weeks ago the Working 
Committee of the Indian Congress 
Party issued a resolution which 
immediately became ‘‘ iront page 
news ” throughout the world. It 
demanded the withdrawal of 


‘British rule from India, and 


threatened that otherwise a cam- 
paign of ‘non-violent non-co- 
operation ’’—alternatively known 
as passive resistance—would be 
initiated. This resolution was not 
a matter of a moment’s considera- 
tion. It was known to be a com- 
promise between several points of 
view, and, in particular, between 
those of the aged and extremely 
influential Mahatma Gandhi and 
of the younger leader, Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru. Rumour— 
assisted by their pronouncements, 
both before and  afterwards— 
implied that the conflict of 
opinion was serious. Both leaders 
were at one in their opposition 
to British rule and in their desire 
for its immediate ‘‘ withdrawal,”’ 
but they differed fundamentally 
in their views of the part that 
India ought to play  vised-vis 
Japan. So far as most people 
knew, the Mahatma held that, if 
the Japanese seized the oppor- 
tunity to invade India, they 
should be resisted—but only by the 
weapon of passive resistance. Mr. 
Nehru’s doctrine, on the other 
hand, was .that liberated India 
should fly to.arms in her own 
defence, and he professed no doubt 
that she would be more than 
capable of looking after herself, 
with or without British help. 
The cleavage, however, seems to 
have been deeper than the world 
supposed. Recently the Govern- 
ment of India raided the Congress 
headquarters at Allahabad, and 
seized a number of documents, the 
most spectacular of which are the 
draft of Mr. Candhi’s original 
resolution before the Working 


_}Committee, and the amendments 


by Mr. Nehru which obtained its 
approval. Mr. Gandhi says in 
effect: ‘‘Let us get rid of the 
British first and think about the 
Japanese afterwards.” So far as 
he is concerned, India has one foe, 
and one alone—England. Once the 
British are out of the way, he 
says, ‘‘India’s first step probably 
would be to negotiate with 
Japan.” Exactly what Mr. 
Gandhi meant by negotiation is 
not made clear in the text. The 
worst construction, inevitably, 
will be placed upon his phrase in 
the allied countries; already he 
has been called an ‘‘ appeaser,”’ 
and it will be odd if he is not 
stigmatised as a “ Quisling”’ 
before much longer. Certainly the 
phrase bears an extreme interpre- 
tation; yet it may be that Mr. 
Ganchi implied nothing more 
sinister than his often expressed 
intention to “ plead’’ with Japan 
for the liberation of China, In 
any event, the general tone of his 
resolution is .indubitably anti- 
British, and he seems to contem- 
plate no danger from any source 
but Britain. 

On. that ground Mr. Nehru took 
exception to the draft, whose 
‘‘whole thought and background ”’ 
he describes as “one favouring 
Japan.” Mr. Nehru has no 
illusions about the Japanese; 
unlike his senior, he believes that 
they intend to invade India, and 
he has no greater love for Japanese 
than for British domination. He 
held at the Working Committee’s 
meeting that the effect of Mr. 
Gandhi’s_ resolution would be 
to infuriate the British, who 
would have no alternative but to 
‘*treat India as an enemy country 
and reduce her to dust and ashes,”’ 
in order that the Japanese might 
not be able to use her against 
them. He saw nothing wrong 
with the substance of Mr. Gandhi’s 
draft; his whole objection was to 
its tone. The whole difference 
between the two men’s attitude is, 
apparently, that the one is inclined 
to trust Japan; the other sees no 
reason to suppose that she would 
spare India whether the British 
were present or absent. Mr. Nehru 
argued that Mr. Gandhi’s resolu- 
tion would encourage the Japanese 
to demand aerodromes ‘in India 
and facilities for the passage of 
troops. The request, if granted, 
automatically would enrol India 
among the enemies of democracy, 
and also would place her— 
perhaps, for ever—under Japanese 
suzerainty. In that event her 
last state would be as bad as her 
first, if not worse. Mr. Nehru’s 
view, to judge by the result of 
the meeting, was shared by most 
of the Congress leaders—many of 
whom have shown increasing signs 
of impatience with the ‘‘ other- 
worldliness’’ of the Mahatma. 
Their loyalty to his person is as 
strong as ever: he remains almost 
certainly the most powerful leader 
in India; but they have studied 
the march of events not merely in 
Russia, but also in the coantry 


with which their sympathies are 


deepest—China—and they have 
acquired a new sense of reality. 
It is known that some of them, 
encouraged by the outspokenness 
of Mr. Rajagopalachari, the ex- 
Premier of Madras, have tampered 
with the thought of postponing the 
demand for independence until all 
danger of conflict with Japan is 
over. The majority will not 
compromise on the subject of 
independence; they want the 
British to hand over the reins of 
government without further ado; 
but they are prepared, in those 
circumstances, to. co-operate with 
Britain to the height of India’s 
ability. It remains to be seen 
whether the Indian Government 
has strengthened or weakened this 
party by its publication of the 
Congress documenfs. It certainly 
has called attention to the 
cleavage of opinion between Mr. 
Gandhi and others; but is its 
action more likely to widen the 
clea¥age, or to rally the dissidents 


to his support ? 


By Air to Limerick 


The first internal air service in 
Ireland will be opened by Aer 
Lingus on August 12th. It will 
operate between Dublin and 
Limerick on every Monday, 


Rá = 2 


Wednesday and Friday; ten 
passengers will be carried on 
every flight, and the fare will be 
£5 10s. return. This venture is one | 
of the most important in the 
history of Irish transport. In the 


United States and in England 


internal air lines have been operat- 
{ng with success for many years 


past, and the tiny number of 


accidents in- proportion to the 


volume of the traffic has done 
much to dispose of the idea that 
air travel is dangerous. In Ireland 
there was considerable delay in 
following suit. The establishment 


of Aer Lingus, with its services 


across the Irish Sea to England, 


was the decisive step. Ireland, 


the natural western air base of 
Northern Europe, took action to 
link herself with the network of 
air lines already covering the 
whole of that continent. With the 


outbreak of war civilian and com- 


mercial air activity was curtailed 
at once. The Irish Sea service, 
however, was maintained between 
Dublin and Manchester, and two 
machines performed the return 
flight every day. The difficulties 
of travel to England under war 
conditions increased the popularity 
of tho service, and in the years 
after 1939 many times more 
passengers have been carried than 
in the previous years. It is, 
perhaps, this increase in the air- 
mindedness of the Irish people 
that has encouraged the directors 
to open the first internal route. 
Nocessity, which compelled coven 
the more conservative travellers 
to resort to air transport to 
England for the sake of speed, is 
not absent in the present case. 
Dublin and Cork are seven hours’ 
train journey apart, Dublin and 
Limerick not very much less. The 
business man who has a brief 
appointment in the capital on 
Wednesday must travel for the 
greater part of Tuesday and 
Thursday in order to be present, 
and must spend two nights in 
Dublin. The Dublin-Limerick 
air service will cut down his 


hours for the round trip—two 
hours spent i. the air, the 
remainder in journeying to and 
from the airports in tho ‘buses 
provided. He will be able to leave 
O’Connell street, Limerick, at 
2.25 p.m., and be in O’Connell 
street, Dublin, by 5 p.m. There 
is little doubt that the service will 
be a success—more so because it 
links with the line to. Manchester 
and with the arrivals at Rynanna 
from Lisbon. It is hoped 
ultimately to extend the internal 
service to all the important centres 
in Ireland; Limerick was chosen 
as the first because it possessed a 
suitable airport. Ever ambitious, 
Cork, doubtless, will be stirred by 
the very real promise of this up- 
to-date transport to take energetic 
steps for the provision of a land- 
ing ground within easy reach of 
the city. Plans for a Cork air- 
port have been mooted many 
times ; but their realisation seems 
to be as far away as ever. There 
appears to be no reason why the 
Limerick air service should not be 
extended to Cork if proper 
facilities were provided.
